Spain's Objections Were Overcome by 
Diplomacy— Administration Wor- 
ried Over Situation. 



HISTORY OF THE INCIDENT. 



Washington", Feb. 1.— [Special. )— There 
re some facts concerning the motive of 
MS administration In sending the battle- 
ship Mulno to Havana nml the nmiinor Iti 
which the order win Issued without giving 
offense to Spain, « hi' h i he puhlie docs nor, 
jet understand. It Is n story which shows 
that the president haaalarut hiin men who 
are smart enough to cope with the best 
diplomatists of the world. Credit for this 
maneuver, which was a most skillful one, 
belongs to the president himself, Secretary 
of the Navy Ixing and Assistant Secretary 
of State Hay. It was terri tory lxing who 
brought matters toa rri-ls and m'. urcd the 
president'* approval of un order dispatch- 
ing the liigliatilc»hiptothc<Jiihanoapital. 

Correspondents and editors havo puzxlod 
their brains and advanced all sorts of 
theories to account for tho stationing of 
the ship at Havana. They havo tried to 
explain the act upon the ground of some 
ulterior motive, perhaps something sensa- 
tional. But It waa a very simple matter 
after all. As I noted In these dispatches a 
year ago, before the Inauguration of the 
president, Mr. McKlnley believed this gov- 
ernment should keep a vvarshlpcon-.tni.tly 
Havana.

Wearrived in the City Jan, 111, 7 a. m. 
and are pleasantly located in this Hotel 
del Jardin. We pay £ a day for a dou- 
ble room and our meats at the (restau- 
rant attached) cost about the same. 
Thia seems high but it is Mexican money 
which in a little less than half of ours 
Whilst this country is free silver it is 
practically on a gold basis. Mexican 
money ami everything else of value is 
measured by I'nited States money. 
This city hai a population of 160,000 and
